ſo fortunate as to obtain any letters of the confidential agents of 
a government, which throw light on intereſting matters of 
Nate, we ſhall conſider them to be, in the deſt ſenſe of the 
words, State Paper. 

Having now anſwered the only objeQtions made to the firſt 


volume of this work, it is neceſſary to ſtate, that, in compil- | 


ing the ſecond, a conſiderable number of French reports aut 
decrees have been inſerted, becauſe they beſt deſcribe the inter- 
nal ſituation of the country, the principles which aQuate the 
people, and the diſpoſition of the government ;—circumftances 
now declared by the Britiſh miniſtry, to be the principal if not

The following is the ſubſlance of another Anſwer of the French Govern- 
ment, beſides that read by Robeſpierre, publiſhed in the 1% vol. 
of this Work, (p. 141) to the Declaration of the King of Eng+ 
land, dated 29th of Oftober, 1793, relative to his motives pI 
continuing the preſent Mar, and his general conduct towards 
France. Of this Paper, the greater part is made up of declamation 
and inveftive : the former too coarſe, and the latter too violent for 
inſertion. The argumentative parts only are ſelected, and the name 
of Miniſter is ſubſtituted for that of a great Per ſonage, 


HE anſwer begins by reciting what is ſtated in the decla- 
ration as the object of the war—namely, “ The preſerva- 
tion of that ſtate of Civil Society, happily eſtabliſhed inthe ſeveral 
nations of Europe.” The greater part of the Governments of 
Europe being in their nature deſpotic, this part of the declaration 
is treated as the direct avowal of a purpoſe to uſe the reſources 
of Great Britain for the end of perpetuating “ the bleſſings 
of deſpotiſm.” If this be the object, (the anſwer proceeds to 
| ſay) it is eaſy to conceive what part is to be acted in a count 
where deſpotiſm has been overthrown, It follows, as a — 
ſary conſequence, that famine, fire, and ſword, are to be em- 
ployed to replunge that country into its ancient ſtate of ſla- 
verv. | 
The Engliſh Miniſter, always faithful to his principles, re- 
joices in his manifeito, on the approaching proſpect of ſucceſs ' 
in this laudable enterpriſe. He ſees every event through the 
teleſcope of his wiſhes. He is fo ardent as to take the viſion for 
a reality—and like Macbeth, graſping at the ideal dagger, rea- 
ſons on the fiction, as if it were an exiſting object. | 
It is ſtated in the declaration, that a defire for the reſtoration, 
of Monarchy prevailed “ almoſt univerſally” in France. But 
where, the anſwer proceeds to inquire, was the manifeſtation of 
their deſire to be found? Was it in La Vendee? If it was, the 
ſmall cruſade of banditti in that quarter, though ſuſtained by 
Engliſh gold and furniſhed with Engliſh arms, had been put to 
the route, and their leaders puniſhed as traitors to their country. 
Was it in Lyons or in Toulon > The comparatively ſmall party 
which had been excited in thofe towns by the perfidious ſtrata- 
gems of the Engliſh Miniſter, had been defeated and puniſhed in 
the ſame manner. The latter town was ſaid to have been n-

duced to revolt © by their confidence in the Engliſh Govern- 
ment !”—After corrupting the commandants oft the place to 
deliver up the town, the effects of corruption are quoted, with 
conſummate effrontery, as ſo many proofs of the confidence of 
the citizens! | 

After having eſtabliſhed the motives which induce him to 
continue the war, the Engliſh Miniſter, ſays the anſwerer, pro- 
ceeds to ſtate the conditions “ on which he will conſent to make 
a peace.” He ſtates his ardent deſire to ſee himſelf in a condi- 
tion to treat for the re-cſtabliſhment of general tranquillity, 
But how are theſe proteſtations realized, or his “ juft and mo- 
derate propolitions ſtated * Tf he wiſhed for peace as much as 
he pretends to do; theſe propoſitions would at leaſt be clearly 
laid down, he would not avail himſelf of any circumlocution 
—of any ſubterfuge. But what does the Britith Miniſter ſay on 
this ſubject ?—He ſtates, in the firſt inſtance, that he does not 
conteſt, in any ſhape, the right of France to reform her laws; 
that he doesnot wiſh to influence by any external force the form 
of the government to be c{tabliſhed in an independent nation. 
He adds, that ſuch an intention was never within the limits of 
his deſire! 

If there had been one word of truth in theſe aſſertions, the 
obſtacles to a peace might have been eafily removed. He had 
nathing to do, but to recall his fleets and armies—to concede to 
the French their indubitable right to form a government for 
themſelves, and a negociation for the re-eſtabliſhment of peace 
would naturally have followed, | 

But what ſhall be ſaid, if all that he has advanced on this ſub- 
ject is found to be nothing more than falſhood and impoſture; 
and that his profeſhons are contradicted by himſelf almoſt in the 
inſtant that they are uttered ?. * 

In the very next paſſage of the declaration the Britiſh Miniſtet 
promiſes “ a ſuſpenſion of hoſtilities, and friendſhip, ſafety, 
and protection, as far as the courſe of events will permit, to all 
Frenchmen who, by declaring for a Monarchical Government, 
ſhall ſhake off the yoke of anarchy.” He invites the French 
people to co-operate tor that purpoſe—to ſerve under the colours 
of an hereditary Monarchy, and to unite, under the empire of 
law, morality, and religion. This is the man who rejects the 
influence of all exterior force; this is the man who deſires not 
to interfere in the internal form of the French Government. 
The Miniſter of England deſires peace ſo ardeotly that he dic- 
tates the very terms on which he knows it will not be accepted! 
Whilſt he complains againſt anarchy, he himſelf excites ſedi- 
tion. He invites the minority of the French nation to revolt 
againſt th: m:jority z to oppoſe themſelves to the general will; 
and to take vp arms tor the purpoſe of eſtabliſhing an abſolute 

1 monarchy. 
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monarchy. He ſtates, at the ſame time, the number of © well. 
diſpoſed” perfons in France, and to thefe he addrefles particu- 
ſarly his declaration. This deſcription of perſons, he omits to 
ſtate, conſiſt of honeſt bankrupts, of prieſts without faith or 
law, of ſtarving nobles, and inſolent proſtitutes, of pickpockets 
out of employ, and of knights of induſtry of the order of St. 
Louis; of men who live like worms but from corruption, and, 
exiſt like muſhrooms only on a dunghill. 

After ſome reflections on the late Queen of France, and a 
compariſon between her and the Princeſs Sophia of Hanover, 
which we forbear to recite, the anſwer paſſes to a review, of the 
preſent ſituation of France, 

This country, he obſerves, is now in a revolutionary ſtate. 
It turns on its political axis, and tends by its gravitation to the 
center of liberty. The laws are the neceſſary reſult of the ext 
gency of the moment; they are either mild or rigorous, cor- 
recting or encouraging, as the public welfare and the import - 
ance of the object may require, England has had its revolution; 
and it is not juſt to compare a nation which has effected its re- 
volution, to another now in the criſis of that effort. The former 
is in a ſtate of repoſe, the latter in a progreſſive motion. The 
anſwerer, after admitting this difference, proceeds to draw a 
ſtrong picture of the preſent ſtate of England. He ſtates, that 
our boaſted laws are like thoſe of Draco, written in blood; that 
they are ſo confuſed and contradictory, that not one man in a 
million can underſtand them; and yet that to find fault is pun- 
iſhed by the pittory, by fine, or by impriſonment. 

In the declaration of the Britich Miniſter, tranſmitted to the 
commanders of the Engliſh fleets and armies, and which was 
expected to work miracles, ſound, it is added, took the place of 
ſenſe, and words, of argument. In one part, all was menace 
and haughtineſs; in — oy all was ſoftneſs and reconciliation 3 
in one place, the aſs brayed, and, in another, the lion roared, 
In the exordium, the Britith Miniſter demanded, for himſelf 
and his allies, A juſt indemnity.”—In the middle of the piece 
he prefers no ſach demand. In the concluſion, he makes a 
number of requiſitions, which he muſt be confident will not be 
granted ! 

He aſks, amongſt other particulars, that a legitimate and 
ſtable Government may be eſtabliſhed in France. But this was 
already accompliſhed. It was only the conſent of the youre 
which could give legitimacy to a Government. The French 
Republic is founded on the general will, and is therefore a legi- 
timate form of Government. | \ 

The time is not far diſtant, the anſwer ſtates, in a haughty 
tone, when neceflity will compel the Britiſh Miniſter to aſk for 
peace, What will then be == language of France? She will 
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in her turn demand that a ſtable and legitimate government 
ſhall be eſtabliſhed in Great Britain, in which the people ſhall 


hold the part which ** them. The Cabinet, the Minis. 


ters, and the Parliament, France will regard in the ſame point of 
view as they now conſider the Republic—as a combination of 
uſurped powers. The people of France will only treat with 
the people of Great Britain. |

The continual increaſe of Reading Societies and Circy-

follows: 

1. All Antiquarians, and others, who keep libraries for 
reading or letting out books for hire, ſhall, immediately after 
publication of this ordinance, deliver to the Police Office of 
the place where they reſide, a complete catalogue of all and 
every of the books and pamphlets in their libraries; and ſhall 
in future, on every occaſion, deliver in a ſimilar catalogue of all

HE Aſſembly, calling itſelf the National Convention of 
# þ France, having exerciſed in that kingdom and its dependen- 
cies the moſt unlimited and barbarous deſpotiſm, deſtroyed reli- 
gion, with the government and the laws, and violated all kinds of 
property, have added to ſo many crimes, a declaration of their 
deſign to involve other nations in the ſame calamities, to over- 
throw their reſpective conſtitutions, and the fundamental prin- 
ciples of every civilized State; and to that end, not content 
with making uſe of ſecret and incendiary emiſſaries, they have 
gone the length of open hoſtility, .by a declaration of war, 
wholly unprovoked, againſt his Britannic Majeſty and his Al- 
lies; and his ſaid Majeſty ſeeing himſelf compelled to have re- 
courle to arms, and to proſecute a war as juſt as neceſſary, for 
the protection of his ſubjects, the ſecurity of his throne, the 
ogg of the Britiſh conſtitution, and the defence of his 

llies, 

His Majeſty moreover taking into conſideration how notori- 
ous it is, that the aforeſaid convention and its adherents, among 
other atrocious machinations, have conceived the projet of 
entirely deſtroying all the French colonies in the Weſt Indies— 
a plan they have executed in ſome parts by circumſtances of the 
moſt horrid nature, and by means the moſt criminal and deteſt- 
able; and that they have, at the ſame time, manifeſted ſimilat 
intentions againſt the poſſeſſions of his Majeſty in the ſame 
quarter of the world; to put a ſtop, in the moſt prompt and 
effectual manner, to the execution of ſuch projects, and to pre- 
ſerve his own colonies from the misfortune with which they are 
thus menaced, his Majeſty, relying on the protection of Provi- 
dence, on the valour of his ſubjects and the juſtice of his cauſe, has 
thought it expedient and neceſſary to undertake, by the force of _ 
arms, the reduction of the adherents of the ſaid National Cor «-

In conſequence whereof, we the underſigned, commandery 
in chief of his Britannic Majeſty's forces by ſea and land inthe 
Weſt Indies, by virtue of the powers and authorities entruſted 
to us by his Majeſty for that purpoſe, invite all the friends of 
peace, government, religion, and order in the iſland of Mar- 
tinique, to throw off tyrannical oppreſſion, and to ſet itſelf free 

from the horrors of anarchy, by having recourſe to the protec-

And by theſe preſents, we ſolemnly promiſe, grant and guar- 
antee, to all thoſe who avail — 4. of this invitation, and 
will ſubmit themſel ves peaceably and quietly to the authority of 
his Majeſty, perſonal ſecurity and full and immediate enjoyment 
of their lawful poſſeſſions, conformable to their ancient laws and 
cuſtoms, and upon the moſt advantageous terms; excepting 
only thoſe perſons whoſe abſence from the iſland ſeems to 
requiſite for its peace and ſecurity ; and even to thoſe perſons we 
promiſe (whatſoever may have been their conduct) to furniſh 
them the means of tranſport to France, or to any other place 
oy may deſire, that may not he prejudicial to his Majeſty's 

erVice, 

We' promiſe alſo, that on the eſtabliſhment of peace, Mar- 
tinique ſhall enjoy all the rights and privileges of trade poſſeſſed 
by the Britiſh, Weſt India colonies. 

And furthermote, we promiſe to all perſons (except as before 
excepted) who, ſubmitting themſelves peaceably and in the man- 
ner before-mentioned, will and do conduct themſelves as good 
and faithful ſubje&s to his Majeſty, a full amneſty for all act: 
committed under the colour or pretext of any authority what- 
ſoever, and which they may have done before the publicarion 
of theſe preſents, guaranteeing them hereby from all perſecution 
and moleſtation for acts emanating from aCtual exiſting autho- 
ritics. 

All perſons who, in deſpite of the inſtructions graciouſly 
and beneficially manifeſted by his Majeſty, ſhall dare to oppoſe 
themſelves to this proclamation, will be treated as enemies, and 
expoſed to all the evils that the calamities of war neceſſarily 
produce hoth on perſons and effects.

Welfare, in France, 11th Nideſe (January 1½, 1794) read by 
"Mr. Pitt in the Houſe of Commons, in Feb. 1794. 


HE commiſſion, charged with executing the reſolutions 

; of the united committces of finances, public welfare, and 
general ſafety, which place in requiſition the effects of all 
bankers, merchants, and brokers, deſirous of employing the 
utmoſt expedition to obtain theſe articles, ſo neceſſary to the 
happineſs and dignity of the French people, reſolves as fol. 
lows : | 

J. The bankers, merchants, and all other citizens who have 
property veſted in forcign funds, ſhall, by the next decade 
(January) make a declaration to the commiſſion of ſubſiſ- 
tencies and proviſions, firſt, of all the effects and funded 
property which they have in foreign countries; and ſecondly, 
of the fold and unſold merchandiſes which they have there. 

II. They ſhall alſo declare, with republican veracity, the 
names of citizens whom they know poſſeſs funded property 
or merchandize in the different parts of Europe. 

III. Commiſhoners ſhall very ſpeedily be ſent to the cities of 

 Rourdeaux, Marſeilles, Nantes, Le Havre, Lille, Dunqueque, 
St. Malo, and La Rochelle, to obtain ſimilar teſtimonies and 
declarations.

ITIZENS, after having celebrated the triumph of the arms 

of the Republic over the infamous city of Toulon, 'it be- 
comes the repreſentatives of the people to fix their attention 
upon Port de la Montagne. — A wife decree ought to crown the ei- 


vic feaſt, Let us leave to 1 the taſk of recounting the ſimple

yet dignified pomp of that feaſt, celebrated by the eenquerors 
of relating how the triumphal cars have been for the firſt time 
employed in celebrating the patriotic deeds of the ſoldiers in- 
ſtead of thoſe of the generals—let' us leave to philoſophy the 
tack of recollecting that the honours of victory have for the firſt 
time been decreed to the ſoldiers wounded in defence of the Re- 
public, and that the repreſentatives of the people have known 
how to honour at the ſame time bravery and misfortune. 
Among the ancients, trees which had been ſtruck by thunder- 
bolts were conſidered to be ſfacred—among the French Republi- 
cans, the public gratitude conſecrates thoſe ſoldiers who have 
been wounded by the arms of the deſpots. From thoſe citizens 
whom the chance of war has ſpared, new traits of military ci- 
viſm are apparent every day: even yeſterday, in going out of 
the convention, an old invalid, exulting at the news received 
from the armics of the Rhine and the Moſelle, exclaimed— It is'a 


glorious circumſtance to be an invalid in that campaign in which ibe

o artiſts and hiſtorians muſt be conſigned the taſk of 
tranſmitting to poſterity thoſe traits of Republican courage 
which have appeared at Toulon. They will afford a brilliant 
and magnificent ſubject to thoſe poets who are enthuſiaſtically 
attached to liberty, On our national theatres, Oh men' of 
France! will be repeated thoſe deeds of heroiſm which have

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been performed upon the ſhores of the Mediterranean—thoſe 


monuments will be civic eulogies in honour of ſome, and will 
afford to others a proud leſſon, by which they may be deterred 
from ſullying the national glory. While we wait for the tribute

We will now, firſt, explain the principles and the neceſſity 
of a Revolutionary Government, and then proceed to point out 
the cauſes which have tended to ſtifle it in its birth. 

The theory of a Revolutionary Government is as new as the 
revolution that produced it. It would be in vain to ſearch for 
it in the books of political writers, by whom it was not fore- 
feen, or in the laws of tyrants, who, content with abuſing, 
are not very ſolicitous to inquire into the legitimacy of their 
power, —To the ariſtocracy alſo this word is either the 
object of terror or a ſubject tor calumny ; to tyrants a high 
offence; to many perſons a complete enigma : it is therefore 
neceſſary to explain it to all, that the good citizens, at leaſt, may 
rally round the ſtandard of the public welfare. 

The office of government is to direct the moral and phy ſical 
force of the nation to the end of its inſtitution, The aim of 
the conſtitutional government is to preſerve the Republic : that 
of the revolutionary government to lay its foundation. The 
revolution is the war of liberty againſt its enemies; the conſti- 
tution is the government of liberty, at once victorious and at 
peace, The revolutionary government ſtands in need of ex- 
traordinary activity, becauſe it is in a ſtate of war. It is ſubject

And what is one's country, if it is not the country where one if

Tf there exiſts a reprefentative body, a firſt authority 
conſtituted by the people, it belongs to it to continually watch 
over, and repreſs all public functionaries: but how will it be

Re- 
olutions are governed by the chicane of palaces; conſpiracies 
cainſt the Republic are treated like the trials of individuals. 
'yranny kills—liberty pleads—and the code made by the con- 

pirators themſelves is the law by which they are tried. When 
he fafety of the country is concerned, the teſtimony of the 
'niverſe cannot be ſubſtituted for evidence, nor evidence for 

iteral proof. Slowneſs in paſling ſentence is equivalent to im- 

unity. | 

The uncertainty of puniſhment encourages all criminals, and' 
et complaints are made of the ſeverity of juſtice! Complaints 
are made that the enemies of the Republic are kept in conſine- 
ment! Examples are ſought for in the hiſtory of tyrants, becauſe 
hey will not ſelect them from that of the people, nor draw them 
from the genius of threatened liberty. At Rome; when the con- 
ſul diſcovered a conſpiracy, and ſtifled it at the ſame time by the 
death of the accomplices of Cataline, he was accuſed of having 

violated the eſtabliſhed forms. By whom was this done ? by the 

the ambitious Cæſar, who wiſhed to increaſe his party of con- 

ſpirators; by Piſos ; by Clodius; and all the bad citizens who 
dreaded the virtue of a true Roman, and the ſeverity of the laws. 
To puniſh the 1 of mankind is clemency; to pardon 
them barbarity. The ſeverity of tyrants has no other principle 
than ſeverity : that of the Republican government ariſes from be- 

neaicence, Woe to him; therefore, who ſhall dare to direct to- 

wards the people that terror which ought to approach only its 

enemies. oe to him who, confounding the unavoidable errors 

of civiſm with the deviſed errors of perfidy, or with the crimes” 
of conſpirators, ſhall abandon the dangerous intriguer to purſue 

the peaceable citizen! Periſh the villain who dares to abuſe the 
ſacred name of liberty, or the arms which have been entruſted to 

him, to convey mourning or death into the heart of the patriots! 

There can be no doubt that this abuſe has exiſted. It has, doubt- 

leſs, been exaggerated by ariſtocracy ; but if there exiſted in the 

Republic only one virtuous man, perſecuted by the enemies of 
liberty, it would be the duty of government to uſe the utmoſt dili- 

gence to diſcover him, and avenge him in an exemplary manner. 

But muſt it be concluded from theſe perſecutions,” excited againſt 

the patriots, by the hypocritical zeal of the counter-revolutioniſts, 
that we ought to ſet at liberty the counter-revolutioniſts, and to 
renounce ſeverity ? Theſe new crimes of ariſtocracy only prove the 
neceſſity of it. What does the audacity of our enemies prove, 
if not the remiſſneſs with which they have been purſued? It is 
owing in a great meaſure, to the doctrine which has been preached 
vp to give them confidence, If you reject this advice, your ene» 
| : mies 
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mies will accompliſh their end, and will receive from your Own 
hands the reward of the laſt of-their crimes How weak would 
it be to conſider ſome victories gained by patriotiſm, as the end of 
all our dangers ? Jake a view of our real ſituation, and you will 
find that vigilance and energy will be more neceſſary for you than 
eyer. A ſecret malevolence, every where thwarts the operations of 
government, The fatal influence of foreigners, though, more 
concealed, is neither leſs active, nor leſs fatal, It is perceived 
that undaunted vice only uſes more addreſs to conceal its progtels 
The internal enemies of the French people are divided 1nto two 
ſeQions, as an army into two corps. They march under bannen 
of different colours, and by different routes; but they both march 
towards the fame object. This object is the diſorganization of 
the popular government, the ruin of the Convention; that is to 
ſay, the triumph of tyranny—one of theſe two fations drives uz 
towards weakneſs, the other to exceſs. The one wiſhes to con- 
vert liberty into a Bacchanalian, the other into a proſtitute. Sub- 
altern intriguers, and even good citizens miſled, avenge themſelves 
ſometimes on both parties; but the chiefs belong to the cauſe of 
Kings or ariſtocracy, and always unite againſt the patriots. Theſe 
villians, even when they make war againſt each other, do not hate 
one another fo much as they deteſt honeſt men. The country is 
their prey: they quarrel reſpecting the partition of it; but hey 
league together againſt thoſe who defend it. The name of mo- 
derates has been given to the one: there is, perhaps, more, inge- 
nuity than juſtneſs in the denomination of x/tra-revolutioni/ts, by 
which the other has been diſtinguiſhed. This denomination, which 
cannot in any cafe be applied to honeſt men, who by zeal may be 
led beyond the ſound 22 of the revolution, does not exactly 
characterize thoſe perfidious men, whom tyranny keeps in pay, 
in order to endanger, by falſe or deſtruQive applications, the ſa- 
cred principles of our revolution. | 
The falſe revolutioniſt is, perhaps, ſtill oftencr on this ſide than 
beyond the revolution. He is moderate, he is mad with patriotiſm, 
according to circumſtances. What he will think to-morrow is 
reſolved in the Pruſſian, Engliſh, Auftrian, and even Ruſſian 
Committees. He oppoſes meaſures of energy, and exaggerate 
them when he cannot prevent them. Severe towards innocence, 
but indulgent towards vice, accuſing even the guilty who are not 
rich enough to purchafe his filence, nor of importance enough to 
the object of his zeal, but taking good care never to expoſe 
imſelf fo far as to defend virtue calumniated; diſcovering ſome- 
wames. open plots; tearing the maſk from traitors unmaſked and 
even decapitated, but extolling traitors alive and poſſeſſed of influx 
ence ;-eager always to embrace the opinion of the moment, and 
no leſs. atteative nauer to enlighten it, and above all never to op- 
poſe it; always ready to adopt bold mealures, provided they, are 
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ntended with many iriconveniencies; calumniating thoſe” which 


preſent only advantages, or adding to them thoſe amendments 
which may render them hurtful ; ceconomical in ſpeaking truth, 
and ſpeaking it only with a view of acquiring a right to lie with

o your intentions. But nations have been ſpeedily informed re · 
pecting contrivances and inſinuations, which never exiſted but in 
ome heads that have fallen under the ſword of the law. Our ene- 
nies have changed their ſyſtem. They no longer repreſent us ay 
he conquerors of the world, or the deſtroyers of all governments, 
0 hear the cabinets of London and Vienna, we are become the 
noſt arent idolaters. of peace. Never was a people ſo ealy at ne · 
ociation as we; never was the olive branch offered and accepted 
ih more eagerneſs. All theſe rumours ate invented to annihi- 
ate the ardour of our armies, arreſt their progreſs, di ſorganize 
hem, and ſtifle our energy. We mult aſſure ourſelves of the ſo- 
dity of the ground on which we have conſolidated the foundations 
the glory and the happineſs of the Republic. We muſt, there: 
ore, examine it to a great depth, and not truſt to deceitful appear- 
nces of a calm, which, perhaps, may be ſoon followed dy the moſt 
aal tempeſt, Our triumphs and our principles permit us at once 
o wield the ſword, and to ſay aloud whatever we pleaſe : our juſ- 
ce ſhall be ever inſeparable from our glory. Yes, we deſire 
ace; but we deſire it guaranteed by our proper force, and by 
he incapability of our enemies ever to hurt us. | | 
With reſpe& to the greater part of our enemies, if we may 
age of them by the effect which the feeling of preſent evils 
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dugght to produce, and by the fears of the ſuture with which 
ought to be impreſſed, there is reaſon to- believe that they 'defire ; 
ſpeedy peace. Aſſuredly the time cannot be far diſtant, when 
"enlightened by the republican thunder which has burſt upon al 
of them at once, ſeveral of thoſe governments excited againſſ u 
by England may look upon, without fear, the abyſs in which tha 
odious power hoped to precipitate them. When Spain, for ex. 
ample, will open her eyes on its projects, when ſhe will remak 
the perſeveting aſſiduity with which that government examines the 
South Sea; all the pains it takes to conſolidate its poer in Indi, 
thence to contrive by ſtealth a route towards America, fall in th 
rear upon Mexico and Peru; ſo long the objects of its infatiab 
enpidity, and make itſelf maſters of them by open force as foon 8 
it can do ſo without danger; when at length ſeeing hor true inte; 
reſts, ſhe will perceive that England was her true and only enemy, 
and that of all. the dangers whicn threaten her, there is none men 
formidable than thoſe which may ſpring from her confidence in 
perfidious an ally.

This very moment ought to be that when, ungrateſul tou 
the nation in which ſhe owes her liberty, the ſtate, perhaps, whid 
ought the moſt to applaud the rearing of a great Republic on the 
ruin of a monarchy, whoſe treaty of 1756 gave ſuch add 
ſtrength to the Houſe of Auſtria; when unfaithful even to libem 
itſelf, Holland lamenting, but perhaps too late, her fatal deluſion 
will dread ſeeing her treafures, her ſhips, her eſtabliſhments is 
both hemiſpheres, fall into the hands of thoſe tyrants of the ſea 
whoſe audacity ſhe formerly reſtrained. 
The King of Pruſſia, doubtleſs, will ſoon conclude, by pes 
ceiving that it is in a ſolid peace with France, and an intima 
union with the neighbouring powers of the North, that he can fnd 
the only principles of his duration, the only force which, notwit 
ſtanding the politics of his cabinet, and the tactics of his azmith 
he can reaſonably oppoſe to the devouring ambition of Ruſſia. 
With reſpect to our other enemies, whether voluntarily e 
the coalition by their vanity, or dragged into it againſt the 
will, in conſequence of their weakneſs, they have all equally as 
long fince ſhewn that they are weary of it by their regrets a 
their murmurs, and all pant for the moment when they may brei 
its bands. Several of them; juſtly terrified at the deſpair of tl 
principal belligerent powers, ſeem at length to feel the neceſſity 
uniting with one another to prevent the partition of their terme 
ries; a partition which they well know to be projected by thes 
allies as a means of paying themſelves in part for the ex > 
the campaign. r | | ; 
If we are aſked, in the mean time, What are the diſpoſition 
of the French people? Organs of their will, we will answer, thu 


always juſt, always magnauimous, always jgalous of their hoyeh 
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a; of their liberty, they will diſtinguiſh their enemies and the 
otives of — aggreſſion |! — oak in the law swhich 
heir victories give them a right to dictate, they will not 
onfound the ridiculous pretenſions of weakneſs and of vanity, 
zith the intractable pride and perfidious power of tyranny ; that 
zbove all they will regard the ſituation of thoſe whom fear and 
iolence have compelled to march in the train of the chiefs of the 
eague ; and finally, that in tracing with their triumphant, but ge- 
erous hand, the limits within which it will be proper to cofifine 
hemſelves, they will reje& no offers compatible with their inte- 
eſts and their dignity, with theif repoſe and ſecurity. Such is 
heir policy. Their proceedings are open, like the glory of their 
ms. With their enemies they will treat, as they have fought, in 
he face of the univerſe, whom they call to be the witneſs of their 
uſtice, as it has been the witneſs of their victories. This is what 
ay be publiſhed and believed of our intentions; for it is what we 
ill always avow, and never change. Let us therefore ſpeak it 
ere, that the whole Republic may reſound, and our brave armies 
n the North repeat it in emulation. No, Frenchmen, no, you 
vill not forget the cauſe that induced you to take up arms, and the 
only conditions upon which you can — them down; No, you 
ne not advanced fo rapidly in this glorious career, to ſtop at the 
oment when you are juſt at the goal ; and when -_ are ſo near 
cizing the prize of your victories, you will not ſuffer it to eſca 
you, Let nat our enemies expect it. We will prove to them by 
ew efforts and by new triumphs that we wiſh for peace, but peace 
vorthy of our defenders, worthy of the French people; and, in a 
yord, when the people ſhall conſider war as no longer neceſſary 
o repair outrages offered to its dignity, or to preſerve themſelves 
om new inſults, then only will they diQate peace.

It belongs to indulty 
freed from her ſhackles ; it belongs to regenerated commerce 1 
multiply our wealth and our means of exchange. The ſupplis 
of the Republic are entruſted to concurrence and to liberty, tht 
only baſes of commerce and agriculture. But after ſo many & 
lamities, their benefits will not be as ſpeedy as our wants are u. 
gent. Every ſudden tranſition to a new order of things, 
C however uſeful it be, is never without a ſhock, and ofien 
almoſt conſtantly ſome inconvenience. The impatience of tt 
citizens wanted at this moment to ſupply itſelf, at any price, wil 
the neceſſary for their conſumption, This cauſe, added u 
the inclemency of the ſeaſon, made them undergo a momenta!

You will not compromiſe five years labours and ſacrifices ; 
and the genius of liberty will triumph this over alt the paſ-

Your enemies beſtir themſelves in darkneſsafid want to miſ- 
lead the people; but they ſhall be deaf to the infinuations of per- 
fdy, and ſhall only rally at the voice of the country. 

Yelterday royalty ſeemed to conſpire from the bottom of its 
grave; its blaſphemies reſounded to the gates of the ſanctuary of 
liberty. But this laſt cry of royal fanaticiſm, ſtriking all the re- 
publicans with indignation, unites to furniſh them freſh _— 
Juſtice and reaſon will bring back abundance by degrees. The 
moſt magnanimous nation will reap at laſt the fruit of her virtues ;

Laws of detail on the ſubject df 
hnance, commerce, or agriculture, however excellent in them- 
ſelves, will become abſolutely null, if they do not form links of 
one general chain of reform and amelioration. r 

To direct towards one great and uſeful end the whole of the ad- 
miniſtration, we muſt place ourſelves at that height, from which 
we can embrace at once all its parts, and follow out on every ide 
us extenſive ramifications. | 1 

The great movements of empires turn chiefly upon | 
hnances: it is towards our finances, then, that our firſt views 
mult be direQed—agriculture, commerce, and public credit will 
next occupy our attention, The external relation of the Repub- 
lic will not be forgotten.

This opinion is in ſome degree founded; for it cannot be deniet 
that the too great emiſſion of aſſignats muſt have a dangerous in- 
fluence on the opinion which is entertained of their value; nu 
can it be conteſted that a real good would ariſe from their diminu- 
tion, if effected with prudence, and by means which the molt ri 


ceive ourſelyes. This partial meaſure will only produce limited 

effects; it will only ſerve as a palliative to thaſe deep wound

occupied in eſtabliſhing principles which invite mankind to neu 
againſt all legitimate authority, and to break all bonds moral at 
civil. Their intentions in this reſpe& are recorded in their forms 
decrees, © to give fraternity and aſſiſtance to all people who mi 
<« to revolt and recover their liberty.” A liberty, commenced u 
ſupported by crimes and cruelties which make humanity ſhude 
A liberty, a thouſand times more inſupportable than the a 
potiſm the moſt grievous and bloody of which the hiſtory of t 
world can offer an example ;—a liberty, in ſhort, without k 
without perſonal ſecurity, but characteriſed by terror, by ſuſpici 
by the deſtruction of the property of individuals, and by the mt 
unbridled licentiouſneſs: they Ka already ſought to put ie 
principles in execution in ſeveral countries.

IE critical and dangerous ſituation in which Sweden now 
is, cannot be concealed, and when a man loves his country and 
wiſhes really to ſerve it, he cannot endeayorr to colour its dan- 
gers; he muſt have courage to contemplate them in their whole 
extent, and not ſuffer himſelf to be blinded, and think that pal- 
liatives will be of ſervice, when the moſt powerful remedies 
ought ro be immediately adminiſtered. We cannot therefore 
deny, that the government, from the beginning, has been inti- 
midated from all operation and ſtrength by a faction powerful 
from its boldneſs, the number of its adherents, and its crimes; 
that government thought it ſhould gain this faction by an er- 
ceſſive remiſſneſs, and an ignominious compliance; that the 
government, therefore, by its imbecility and its pufillanimous 
behaviour has increaſed the inſolence of the faction, which, in- 
ſtead of requeſting fayour and attention, makes open demands. 
"The liberty of the preſs has been granted, through which the 
ſpirit of rebellion has been circulated in the provinces and the 
army ; too late the unfortunate conſequences of it are obſerved, 
and the party which occaſioned it, endeavours in vain by i» 
itraints at laſt put on it, to prevent them.

CITIZENS, intereſt unites nations as ſentiment connech 
men.

THE incloſed copy of additional inſtructions to the commanders 
Britiſh men of war and privateers will ſhew the further em- 
wraſſment to which our commerce will be ſubjeQed in the pre- 
it war. Theſe inſtructions, though dated the 8th of June, were 
ot finally iſſued to the admiralty till the 28th. Lord Grenville 
ultifes them from the authority of the writers on the law of na- 
jons, particularly 2d Vattel, 72, 73, and urges, that by the 
Arine there laid down they have not gone ſo far as they would 
ae been juſtified in proceeding, conſidering the proſpect they 
ne of reducing their enemy by ſuch means, the inſtruQions not 
tending to all kinds of proviſions, nor to confiſcations of thoſe 
inds that are mentioned.

in inquiring from you, whether it was really delivered under 
tiſh authority. Our forbearance thus to inquire is conforma- 
e with the moderation which has directed the conduct of our 
drernment towards Great Britain, and indicates, at the ſams 
c, our hope, from the declaration of your's, that its views 
ould prove ultimately pacific, and tliat it would diſcountenance 
ery meaſure of its officers having a contrary tendency, 

Even now, Sir, while I entertain a firm perſuaſion that in 
eluming this ſpeech to be genuine I cannot well err, I ſhall he 
dy to retract the comments which I am about to make, if you 
ould think proper to deny its authenticity. 
At the very moment when the Britiſh miniſtry were forward- 
g aſſurances of good will, does Lord Dorcheſter foſter and en- 
urage, in the Indians, hoſtile diſpoſitions towards the United 
ates, If it was a part of the American character to indulge

Lieutenant-colonel Whitelocke ſpeaks in the higheſt terms of both 
officers and men, and particularly of major Spencer, captain Smith of 
the Royal Artillery, and lieutenant M*Kerras of the Engineers. 

I have the honour to ſend herewith returns of ſtores, and of the 
killed :nd wounded ; and I have to lament the death of captain Mor. 
ſhead, who gallantly entered the work, and was blown up by a quan- 
tity of combuſtible matter, which was ſet fire to by one of the bt 
gands, who alſo periſhed in the exploſion. Captain orſhead had fe- 
ceived a wound in the body before, but that did not prevent his go 
ing on. :

Fiſher, and major Roſs, who, though wounded, continued with the 
troops, and rendered the moſt eſſential ſervices.
